G.8.R- 13 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 11 of the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 1962), 
Ahe Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment and other Privileges) Rules, 1957, 
namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministers’ (Allowances. Medical Treatment 
and other Privileges) Amendment Rules, 1974. 


(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th November, 1973. 


2. In the Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment and other Privileges) Rules. 


1957, in sub-rule (3) of rule 3,— 

(1) for clause (a) the following clause 

"(a) the Minister of Supply and 
Novemtrer, 1973, a sumptuary 


shall be substituted, namely: — 

Rehabilitation, with effect from 9th 
allowance of Rs. 260 per mensem.” 
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(li) for clause (c), the following clause shall be substituted, namely;-— 

“(c) the Minister of Labour and the Minister of Information and Broad¬ 
casting, with ellcct from the 9th November, 1973, a sumptuary allow¬ 
ance of Rs. 250 per mensem;" 

(III) in clause (e) the words “and the Minister of Health and Family Planning" 
shall be omitted. 

MernOTanduin 

Sumptuary allowance given to Ministers, who are not members of the Cabinet, 
is determined in each case having regard to the requirements of the particular 
assignment of tho Minister. Formulation and con.sideration of proposals in this 
behalf take time and tho amendment had, therefore, to be given retrospective 
effect. No one’s interest is prejudicially affected by reason of restrospeettve 
effect, as is being given m this Notification.
